with the base of the Searzall, and tighten the 
thumbscrew (see fig. 1). 

3. Loosen the alien screw with the alien key 
and slide the Searzall onto the torch head 
(see fig. 2). 

4. A IMPORTANT A Use the Searzall spacing stick 
to set the spacing between the tip of the torch and the 
opening in the back of the Searzall (see fig. 3). Tighten the 
alien screw and remove spacing stick.

Before using the Searzall complete the following; 

A Once the Searzall is properly attached, ignite the 
torch and hold it so the front screen is parallel to the floor. 
Seasoning the Searzall in any other position will harm your 
screens. 

The torch must remain in this position for exactly two full 
minutes (see fig. 4). 

Once your Searzall is seasoned, it will be ready to use. 



The seasoning process will create a temporary odor and some 
orange flames.
